A Remarkable Article on Ancient 
America. :

The researches off Bourburg, says a 
writer in the St. Louig Republican, prove 
the existence of a great Mexico Central 
American empire in ancient times, called 
Xibalba. The kings of this old Ameri- 
can empire 1ed_in couples. To- 
gether they constitut@d a grand council 
of the empire. They had a tradition of 
a flood, which they called the Atlas, 
from atl, (water) the etymology of which 
word is found in Nahuatl 
tongue. Here we find the derivation of 
the various names, Nahau-atlan, Maz- 
atlan, and Atlan, which have been given 
to cities and towns of Mexico and Cen- 
tral America. 

But the limits of a. newspaper article 
forbid the citation of all the evidence 
which might be adduced from aacient 
authorities in relation to the American 
continent. There ts scarcely ground for 
doubt that this continent had been vis- 
ited by the Irish before the beginning of 
the sixth century of our era. Indeed, 
Virgil, a saint of thimt country, was ac- 
cused by a bishop te Pope Zachary of 
teachiog heresy resp@eting the existence 
of a continent on the western side of the 
Atlantic, and made a journey to Rome 
to defend himself. ~ He succeeded in con- 
vincing the pontiff that his countrymen 
had had intercourse with a country be- 
yond the ocean. 

But the most remarkable part of these 
relations is the evidence that America 
wis peopled by a great and prosperous 
race; that splendid cities existed and 
mighty monarchs reigned.

THE GOLDEN AGE 

of the ancient American civilization, 
when the stranger came to Carthage and 
when the Mcropes visited the Hyperbo- 
reans. The venerable man, who we are 
told came to Chios before the time of 
Alexander from the great island beyond 
the Atlantic ocean, might have been a 
suge from Uxmal, Ometipic, Atlan, Pal. 
enque, or Cholula. Or it may be. possi- 
ble that he went from that still more an- 
cient seat of civilization, the relics of 
which remain in the county of Chicka- 
saw, Mississippi. 

What mean the pyramids of the Ya- 
z00 Valley? These huge piles of earth, 
rearea bf human bands, were the work 
of a race every atithentic trace of which 
has vanished. In the valiey of the Ten- 
nessee, near the town of Florence, in Al- 
abama, there is @ mound or pyramid still 
about seventy feet high, the tour sides of 
which face the carttinal points of the 
compass, and are 1ormed with geomet- 
rical precision. The base of this great 
work covers a little more than an acre of 
ground. In the-igamediate vicinity of 
this large pyramid there are four smaller 
ones, Which occupy the position of cor- 
ners, inclosing alwerfect quadrangular 
space. This great pyramid was doubt- 
less, at some time in the forgotten past, 
surrounded by a temple, in which the an- 
cient American sun-worshiders performed 
their devotion. Perhaps at the very time 
when the subjects of Sesostris were 
building the walls and gates of Thebes, 
a great city coverod this plain, through 
whose streets busy thousands rushed 
But the city has crumbled away, and the 
people have passed to oblivion’s shore- 
less gulf.

* We can almost trace the course of civ- 
ilization on the American continent by 
the monuments which have been left. 
The mound-builders of the northern 
parts of Ameriea gave place to savage 
tribes from the region still further north. 
These were doubtless hords of Scythians, 
forced out of Asia by some earlicr 
Zenghis Khans and Tamerlanes, who 
precipitated themselves on the more 
civilized and pacitic dwellers in Ameri. 
can citizens, as their kindred barbarians 
poured down upon the luxury enervated 
Romans and came near extinguishing the 
torch of civilization which for centuries 
had illuminated the shores of the Medi 
terranean. ear 

FORCED FROM THEIR ANCIENT SEATS 


by the fresh irruptions of savage Mon- 
golians, who were the progenitors of 
most of the North American tribes of In- 
dians, the mound-builders, who had re- 
ceived their civilization from the early 
Pheenician adventurers, migrated south- 
westward through Texas and New Mexi- 
co, and finally ieto the central and south- 
ern parts of Mexico.

Doubtless the civilization of the Colhuas 
and their immediate successors, the Tol- 
tecs, was from time to time promoted by 
the advent among them of castaway 
crews of the maritime people on the bor- 
ders of the Mediterranean sea. These 
navigators, sailing aleng the coast 
of Africa, . without compass or 
reckoning, wef frequently caught 
in storms, amd driven far out 
to sea—when reaching the westward 
flowing currents, they were wafted to 
the Ameriean shores. To return was 
impossible, inasmuch asthey knew not 
of a certainty the direction whence they 
came, Thus making. a grace of nécessi- 
ty, they beeame i teachers of -the peo- 
ple among Whom They were cast. Montezu- 
ma told Cortez that he was sprung from 
the bearded white man, who, ages before, 
had come across the Atlantic in ships, 
and taught his people the arts of civil 
ized life.

The negroes fill all the offices with ne- 
groes, and pile on taxes without remorse. 
Col. Gordun Adams tells me that in one 
of these heavy negro counties they have 
actually got the taxes up to eleven and a 
half percent. What agricultural county 
on earth can stand one-half such taxes, 
or one-fourth? In Hinds county, just 
back of Warren, the taxcs have. been 
gradually increased from $3 50 on the 
$1,000 of valuation in 45i8 to $24 this 
year. And almost in exact 
proportion as they go up the 
price of property goes down, except 
on the assessment rolls, The assess- 
ments are kept up nicely. Col. Adams 
lells me he has a fee of $2,500 against a 
plantation worth $100,000 in gold before 
the war, yet he cannot force the collee- 
lon Without ruining the parties interest- 
ed. ural property is not half, and in 
inany Instances, nog one-fourth as valua- 
ble ag in the year after the war.
